Tbero would uppeur to bo liulo hope 
of esoupo <V(.m tlie very disagreeable 
flonolusion that the Briti-b Government 
bas iudied ud pted, and ia do: erruinecl 
to adhoro to tho cruel and nnnatural 
policy in regard to the Colonies pro*, 
poanded ior eomo liruo by the Muucues- 
ter school of politicians, a policy which 
we cannot help thinking will have the 
inevitable tendonoy to leave that glorious 
Old flag that has braved a thousand 
yeaia tbo baitlo and ths bicezo, thai 
flog now found on every sea, that 
flag which is synonymous with political 
and religions liberty and the higher 
civilization of Christinity wherever uu* 
furled— and where has it not been un- 
furled ?— fluttering only and solely over 
tbo pigmy Islands of Britain. Whether 
we lor k at Uio recent 1'arlimonUry 
debates on Now Zealand, or at tbe 
pcarcely less ominous utterances of the 
Proes this utilitnriun doctrine is seen 
cropping out on every band. It is true 
that Parliument has a Bury, and tbe 
Press a Spectator; but what nro they 
among so many 7 As tho Daily News 
remarks, doubtless with truth, too 
much truth, we fear, "It is well to 
note that on this bead the present policy 
of the Colonial Secretary is not the 
policy of a party, but of tho country.'' 
A warning voice has been raisod ; the 
Government and the nation have been 
told that that policy means the dismem- 
berment of the Colonial Brapiro, and 
that tbe dismemberment of the Colonial 
Empire means the end of Britain's 
greatness ; yet it is painfully obvious 
that tbo preponderating sentiment in 
both estates is lavorablo to tho new 
doctrine of Britannia abandoning her 
colonial brood to the tender mercies of 
• cold world, We would not desire to 
espouse onesided or nnerasoning views 
upon this pubject, but rathor to look 
at it calmly aud fairly from a home as 
well as from a colonial point of view. 
Nor can it be successfully denied that 
there is much show of reason and 
even forco of truth in tbe theory pre- 
sented by the Imperial Government. Ii 
is urged tbat when subjects go forth 
to establish themsolves iu tho colon- 
ies they have no longer a right 
to participate in tho expenditure cf 
revenues to which t bey have ceased to 
contribute ; and it is further argued 
that, having a 1 * coloni ta demanded 
and obtained tbe right to ranuago tbe'i 
own affuirs they ►honld be prepared 
to fulfil their part of the contract— pay 
their way and help themselves. More- 
over it is suggested that the colonit ts 
should learn the art of self-help, soli- 
reliance, se f-detei.eo, which they are 
not likely to do so b u- as Impor al 
troitps aud Imperial cash are ever a< 
their tx-ck and call ; and i( is further* 
more alUged 10 he the height of incon- 
sistency on the pat to! the colonists to 
be cijnig out one day ak'uiu'-t Imperia 
interference and calling as loudly for ii 
tbe next. There is doubtless a thrcud 
of truth and reason rurning through 
the web thus ingeniously woven by these 
11a. -Chester politicians ; but it i-, alter 
all, only a thread, and one which we 
greatly think will break under ti.e Oral 
strain. Ab hough New Zealand bus 
been tho immediate occasion of recent 
di^cussious in England, it has not been at« 
empted to conceal the bioader drill aud 
application ot the pobcy prr pounded, 
and a short paragraph fsom the Times, 
which nppea'ed iu our telegraphic re- 
port tbo other day, w<>uld appear to in- 
dicate a desire it uot a fixed policy that 
tbe Colonial Empire sin nld shortly be 
cut ndiiit, commencing with the Ameri- 
can portion of it. The following is the 
paragraph, which was | robably thrown 
out as asoit of a feeler upon the sub- 
ject :— "Canada is in all inspects inde- 
pendent and is fitted to become so ; 
Bhe has Imtftulions of great power. I. 
is a fair Bubjt<:t for enquiry whether (-he 
might uot BBBUtao her appropriate posi- 
tion." Canada nay be said to bo prac- 
tically independent, in so fur as tbe 
management of intorn^l affairs is con- 
cerned; and tbat "she bus institutions of 
great power" none, wo presume, will he 
disposed to question ; yet wi a re great- 
ly disposed to think that to mure Cana- 
da independent in name and in '.act at 
this early stage of what may, pertopB, 
be termed its national existence, will 
be to send it imo tho bosom of in* 
Great Bepubl'C Ar.d British Columbia?

The Judiciary. 

A deputation, consisting of the Hons. 
Ring, Wood and Drake, and Messrs. 
McCreight, Poarkos add Green, on 

behalf of tho legal profession, had an 
interview with his .Excellency the Gover- 
nor yestorday and prosontod a petition 
from tho whole body of the profession 
ti this Colony, earnestly requesting an 
immodiato change in our present ano» 
malous judicial system, and tbat con- 
current jurisdiction Bhould be given to 
both Supremo Courts, and praying for 
tho speedy establishment of a, local 
C >urt of Appeal, which is loudly called 
for by the conntry. His Excellency 
received tho deputation with greet 
courtesy and expressed bimsolf fully 
alive to the fact that tho present system 
must bo folt to bo very unsatisfactory, 
and at the samo lime'stated that ho 
wouKl make bimsolf acquainted with the 
hearings of the case and eoe what course 
would best conduce to tho intorosis of 
tho public, We trust this subject will 
not bo permitted to cool, but that the 
pcoplo will btck up the movement 
mado by tho legal profousion by 
signing the petition which is being cir- 
culation for tho establishment of a Court 
of Appeal, unci giving both Supreme 
Courts concurrent jurisdiction. With 
out any desire to close our oyes to the 
difficulties surrounding tho question, wo 
venture to hope that the now Governor 
has both tbo nerve and the will to grap- 
plo promptly and decisively with it. 
There may possibly be a question of 
trifling expenditure involved in tho so- 
lution of the difficulty, although wo con 
fess inability to see it ; but should it be 
so, His Excellency may rest assured 
that the evil is felt to b» sufficiently 
great to justify such a resnlt. The 
Government will have no difficulty in 
realising tbe importaoco of pos-essing a 
Judiciary which will beat ouoo adapted 
to the circumstances of tho colony and 
command tbe conGdeuce and respect of 
tho people, a desideratum in tbe way 
of which a few hundred dollars a year 
must not bn permitted to stand. But 
as bos already been stated, we believe 
the object aimed at is perfectly prac- 
ticable without entailing any additional 
obttrge upon tbo revenue.
